DWELLING HOUSES, CHURCHES, STORE HOUSES, WARE-HOUSES, 
FACTORIES OF EVERY DESCRIPTION, AGRICULTURAL WORKS, 
FOUNDRIES, MACHINE SHOPS, GIN HOUSES, GRANARIES, RAIL- 
ROAD DEPOTS, ENGINE AND ROUND HOUSES, STREET CAR 
STABLES, LIVERY STABLES, BOILER HOUSES, FLOURING MILLS, 
BREWERIES, MECHANICAL BUILDINGS, LABORATORIES, TILE

Two-Ply Roofing consists of two layers of well-saturated rag Felt, 
with a layer of water-proof Asphaltum Cement between the two of Felt, 
all compressed into ONE SOLID FABRIC. 

Three-Ply Roofing consists of three layers of well-saturated rag 
Felt with two layers of water-proof Asphaltum between the three of 
Felt, compressed into one fabric. 

This Felt is 32 inches wide and put up in rolls, each containing 108 
square feet (which allows for 2-inch lap), and is unrolled and nailed to 
the sheathing boards with a I -inch barbed wire nail made specially to 
fit the socket of an oval tin cap or button which is \ % inches in diameter, 
and which is used to prevent the nail heads from sinking into the felt. 
We furnish all the materials at prices contained herein. 
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A water-proof and practically fire-proof composition, ready for 
immediate use, is applied with a brush on the outside surface of 
Felt in two separate coats, the last one to he put on after the 
first one is dry. This Cement is shipped in barrels and kegs. 



THE BliACK t>iAmoNt> hoofing. 

(COMPLETE) 

Consists of the Felt, Noils, Tin Caps and Asphaltum Cement -Xo cover 
and finish one hundred square feet, or a square of loxlo feet, including 
two inches hp on each width of Felt. (See illustration, page 4.) 

This roof is adapted for both flat and steep roofs, and the putting 
on is so simple that any person who never worked on a roof can 
lav and complete from six to eight, squares per day, thus saving 
from one to two dollars per square on labor alone. 

It is absolutely water-proof as well as practically /^-/r^/, and 
we challenge any one who has used it the past six years or more 
to prove to the contrary. The Felt will hold water like a jug, 
and the Asphaltum Cement coating, when once set, cannot be ig- 
nited by any sparks or brands. It is not affected injuriously in 
the least by steam, gases, smoke, acids, heat or dampness; neither 
will it scale or suncrack. 

Complete on a building, our Black Diamond Prepared Rooe 
inc, is absolutely air-tight, and being a non-conductor is a protector, 
as it were, from intense heat in Summer and excessive cold ir 
Winter. 

In order that the water from this roof can be used for domes 
tic purposes, the first two or three rains should be turned off. 
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THE BliACK DlAmOflD ROOF- 

Is used successfully and easily over old shingles, tin or iron roofs and 
makes a desirable water-proof covering, though the life of the roof is 
prolonged by laying it down over narrow sheathing of uniform thickness. 
All the materials to complete a 3-ply roof weigh about 90 pounds; 2-ply, 
75 pounds for a square of 10x10 feet, or 100 square feet.

POINTERS. 

(I.) Any roof having an incline of not 
less than one inch to the foot and from 
that to the perpendicular, is suited for the 
Black Diamond Roofing, 

(2.) This roof should be painted every 
two years at least, which can be done at 
nominal expense. 



(3.) To solidify the Cement in the hot season, apply a coat of ordinary 
lime whitewash.

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HOW TO LAY 



BLiflCK DlAOlOflD t^OOFIJSlG. 

SHEATHING of 
roof can he 
rough or surfaced, 
should be of dry 
and well - seasoned 
lumbar, lo inches, 
or under in width, 
and laid close to- 
gether. See that it 
is clear of chips, 
nails, etc. — then 
commence laying 
felt, inside down, 
parallel with the 
eaves or gutter, se- 
curing the outer or 
lower edge with a 
wooden cleat or with 
the nails «a n d t i n 
caps (see cut.) Then 
bring down the sec- 
ond sheet, and lap 
over first sheet two 
i nches, thorou g h 1 y 
coating between laps 
with Cement, and then nail with our Barbed Wire nails every two inches 
in center of lap, using the tin caps for head of nails. Thus repeat until 
roof is covered, being careful to make flashings around chimneys, scut- 
tles, etc., and along adjoining walls, by turning felt up about four inches, 
cementing and cl eating well to said places. 

After the felt is all laid, give the entire surface 
one coal of Asphaltum Cement. After this is 
apparently dry, give second coat, and the roof is 
finished. All laps and flashings must be well paint- 
ed. On very flat roofs the felt should be lapped 
about three inches instead of two, and last coat of 
Cement well sanded. The felt should be laid con- 
trary-ways with the sheathing boards.
